4 [Race Horse Owners Spending 
’ $40,000 Every Day for Care 
And Upkeep of Thoroughbreds 





By HY SCHNEIDER 
(INS) SPORTS WRITER 


NEW YORK—North American 
owners of thoroughbreds spend ap- 
proximately $40,000 per day or 
more than $1,000,000 per month for 
the care, board and upkeep of about 
8,000 race horses now in training 
in this country. 

The figures are based on a mini- 
mum cost of $5 per hea® Many 
cost more, particularly throughout 
the east. The cost may be lower at 
some of the western tracks. Ex- 
pert care, the best of feed and in- 
cidentals accorded the thorough- 
bred that races in style on Metro- 
politan tracks often costs in excess 
of $8 per day. ‘Ifyou doubt it, 
become an owner. of two or three 
gallopers and keep tab on the stubs 
in the old check book and note how 
the money melts away. 

Racing King’s Sport 

But racing is the sport ef kings, 
as England, the motherland of 
thoroughbreds tells us. It is. The 
racing clans of the lowly and upper 
classes are sportsmen and sports- 
women. They are in racing be- 
cause they love it and because they 
can help one another. They always 
do. The millions now pouring into 
the many charity purses for the un- 
employed throughout the — land 
proves it. 

Like the individual good or bad 
ball player or the good or bad 
boxer, there is little or no differ- 
ence in the actual: cost of care, 
feeding and training. It’costs the 
owner as much to carry. a maiden 
as it does the heavy stake winner. 
The selling plater requires the same 
attention as that demanded by a 
“Man O’War.” No owner or train- 
er would slight a thoroughbred, 
which is one of the reasons why we 
now and then see a $2,000 or $3,000 
plater bloom into a first-class stake 
performer. 

Prizes of $14,000,000 

Tf a horse is sound, he always has 
that chance to improve. It is the 
unsound. horse that makes up the 
rank and file of the cheaper divi- 
sions—the horses that compete in 
the lower class of claiming races. 

North American racing. associa- 
tions last year gave away less than 
$14,000,000 in purses,. stakes and 
prizes. With the upkeep and train- 


ifig expenses grossing about $1,000,- 
‘000: per ‘month’ ‘for: :about 8,000: 


horses it is no difficult-matter to 
see. that it “costs money to make 
the’mare go.” 

Detail work in the preparation of 


a thoroughbred for an early spring 
campaign requires no end of pa- 
tience. From the time a horse is 
taken up from winter quarters and 
placed into active training, six to 
ten weeks are required to put that 
animal in perfect racing trim. A 
filly, thin of waist and compara- 
tively light of build or geldings can 
be made ready much quicker than 
a studdy colt or entire horse. This 
applies to the horse that is winter- 
ed on a first-class farm where he 
runs out during the day and is put 
up for the night and always stall 
fed. 
As the trainer of boxers proceeds 
with his charge in setting out to 
prepare for an engagement, so 
must a race horse trainer go about 
his work.. The methods of train- 
ing for ring men and horses are 
almost parallel. Both are trained 
“down” and made “hard” for 
speed and endurance. Any number 
of box fight conditioners have suc- 
cessfully turned to racing. 
Burlew’s Great Feat 

The alert trainer of race horses 
is alive to the trend of the changes 
wrought by time. Twenty-five 
years ago, before and since, a horse 
was a horse in the eye of the less- 
skilled trainer. The fellow who 
got ahead was the man who was 
quickest to understand his indi- 
vidual charges and to train them 
accordingly. No two are of like dis- 
position or of like constitution. 

One of the outstanding training 
feats of the past 25 years was ac- 
complished by the late Fred Bur- 
lew, the man_ who successfully 
prepped Ben Block’s Morvich, a 
sprinter, to go a mile and a quar- 
ter to win. the Kentucky Derby of 
1922. Jimmy Davenport, the han- 
dicapper, formerly a. jockey, once 
worked for Burley. As Davenport 
says, Burley knew his INDIVIDUAL 
horses. He knew Morvich was a 
sprinter and to make a sprinter go 
ten furlongs and win in May was 
a job for a specialist. 

During the training period, Bur- 
lew was roundly criticized for the 
manner in which he handled the 
colt.. Morvich was brought slow- 
ly up -to his speed edge, following 
weeks and weeks of long and slow 
gallops. When he was. properly 
legged up, Burlew asked the colt 
for speed in short spurts. He got 
it. But Burley never asked for this

Judge Allows Rench heving 


Continuation of 
Liquor Case 


CHICAGO (INS) —The con- 
tempt case against Anton Rench, 
former mayor of Stickney now 
Serving a term in the Grundy 
county jail at Morris, and Sheriff 
John J. Perucca, Grundy county 
sheriff, was continued until Nov.

eral indictment for violating the 
prohibition law. The testimony of 
other defense witnesses was of no 
value, Fisher added. 

To support his claims that Pe- 
rucca had knowingly violated thc 
court’s order jailing Rench, Fisher 
pointed to a circular sent by the 
department of justice to all sheriffs 

federal prisoners in their 
custody. The circular sent on Dec. 
33, 1930, was. supplemented last 
Sept. 3, by a letter from United 
States Marshal, H. C. W. Lauben- 
heimer of Chicago.. It was after 
this letter was received that Rench 
was kept in a cell, Fisher said, and 
from this action he could see only 
a desire on the part of the sheriff 
to ameliorate past undue privileges 
allowed Rench., 

William J. Faulkner, 
lawyer, was repeatedly interrupted 
in his argument by Judge Wood- 
ward who plainly indicated he 
would tolerate no liberal treatment 
for federal prisoners.
